Your letter of December 5th,to the Bankovhi urad Ministersta Financi 
sending a proof for approval of the vignette engraved for the back of the 500 
denomination was shown me by Mr,Kuéera and he and Mr, Schmaus immediately 
proceeded to find fault with our engraving, It does not please them at all, 

Their first comment is that the central figure of the woman is too 
tall, Entirely out of proportion, 

Their next comment is that her breast is altogher too high, 

They do not like the fingers on her right hand, They say they are too 
stiff looking, 

On the bridge at both sides which can be seen through or under the 
tower gate there should be indicated statues, They say that they show in the 
picture we were given, I pointed out to them that the engraving was too small 
to really show anything but they insist that something could be indicated and 
I told them we would put something in for that purpose, 

At the right they complain that the Palace(Hradéany) and the church 
behind it all look like one building, They want the roof of the Palace to be 
more distinct and seperate from the church, Mr, Schmaus says that he pointed 
this out to Mr, Cowan while in New York, 

As to the length of the figure and the matter of the breast being too 
high I told them that I did not know whether we could do anything or not, 

I suggest that something be done if possible for certainly they are 
anything but pleased, Although I pointed out to Mr, Sehmaus that he had the 
opportunity to comment on all of these points before fhe work was started he 
insists that the engravings look quite different from the models and has con- 
vinced Mr, Kutera of this point, 

On top of all thetr comments on the vignette Mr, S, took special 
delight to rub into me that we had made an error in delivery of two notes and 
that in a number of packages they found notes which belongedto another, He 
told me he had written to you himself about this fact, 

He is still "harping"on the point of our having our own plant over 
here and kept me talking for an hour on this point alome, Both he and Mr, K, 
have complained bitterly on the lenghh of time it took us to get out thel000 
Kr, notes, Although I pointed out to him that according to the way I figured 
it we had lived up to our promise in every way, he finally had to say that 
perhaps we had but they had not understood it that way, 

They now tell me that they are in no hurry for there 500 Kr, notes 
but are in a hurry for the 100 notes, 

The fact is that they do not know what they do want and I think the 
best thing to do is to let them alone until they find out, 

Your suggestion to change the respective designs for the 500 and 
50 denominations they will not listen to and now want us to show the vignette 
at the left on the 500 face without a frame, finishing it off similar to the 
original picture, Mr, S, tells me that it was our suggestion to vig- 
nette off the picture at both the top and the bottom where the denomination 
and some fancy scroll work is now shown but that we did not show it to him that 
way, Regardless of what I could say they are now convinced that the note would 
look better with the vignette appegring without a frame,

Their whole tone was one of complaint from the time I entered the office 

until. I left, although Mr, S, kept me standing on the stairs for twenty minutes 
‘when I was leaving apoligizing to me for every thing in the world and telling 
how sorry he was that on account of his eye trouble he would not be able to 
take me around and show me all the sights, 

He particularly wants me to see a model printing plant here that he thinks 
would just suit our purpose and be just the proper place to have their notes 
made, I shall not see this plant unless I have to, 

The tendency of the whole country is leaning more this way every day and 
they are doing every thing possible to keep all work from going out of the 
country, 

Nothing further has been decided regarding what the future name of their 
money will be called and Mr, K, could hold out no prospects for the immediate 
settlement of this point, 

It is my opinion that for the time being all we can do is to go ahead with 
all of their vignettes and obtain their approval of them and then wait until 
they instruct us to go ahead, 

Among other things that they complained of was the long time it took for 
their notes to reach them after we had shipped them, Although I pointed out to 
them that this was no fault of ours I am sure they hold it against us more 
or less, Another argument that Mr, S, brought forth was the fact that if 
America was at any time in the future involved in a war they would probably 
not be able to obtain notes, 

The sum and substance of the whole thing is that he has his mind set on 
the fact that their notes should be made here and whether his opinion counts 
for anything or not, he is doing his best to convince every one with whom he 
comes in contact,of this fact, 

I have asked Mr, K, to write you his own letter in regard to the enclosed 
proof and you can judge for yourselves what it will be necessary to do, 

I shall see as little of them as I can, 

They have asked me to see them again in a few days and I shall then take 
up the matters spoken of in your letter of October 17th,, which by the way, 
only reached me to-day, I take it that the proof of the vignette which you 
enclosed in that letter has already been approved but will settle it with them 
when I call,

Feeling that you might not be able to understand his meaning I 
suggested that he let me make up his cable in code and he arrange to send 
it, This he agreed to do and I made up a cable as follows; 


"Start immediately printing 100 Kronen notes in accordance with 
photographs last models were sent, Date notes January 14th, this year, 
Signature Minister Sonntag, Refer to their letterof October 16th, jor 
consult Consul, Present issue have been counterfeited, When can you 
commence delivery, Do not use code," 


Mr, K, tells me that they found that the printing house who made 
the present issue of 100 Kr, notes were offering for sale the counterfeit 
notes and that their secret service had purchased all of these notes, 

He feels that none of the notes have gone into ¢irculation, 


I was particular to ask if the models had been approved and he 
tells me they have, As I understand it Mr, Schmaus brought back with him 
Photographs of these models with the corrections which they asked for 
some time ago and as they now stand are as they want them, Mr, S, says 
that all of the vignettes on this denomination have been engraved, 


The new Minister of Finance is MR,Sonntag and Mr, K, tells me you 
have a letter signed by him under date of October 16th, 1919, He promised 
to write you at once and send you specimens of this gentleman's signature, 


Mr, K, also mentioned to me that he now wanted to increase the order 

for these 100's to 15 millions with the idea of reducing the quantity of 
some one of the other denominations and I told him that he would have to take 
that matter af with you, I pointed out to him that it would make a big 
difference in the handling of the order and would materially increase the 
cost to us if he reduced the quantity of any one denomination to any great 
extent, As he does not know just what he wants to do I could not go into the 
details with him and thought it best to let him first decide and write you 
about it direct, Doubtless, when they come to having all of the various 
notes printed they will find they will have to order more of several of them,, 

To avoid delay in shipping, of which he complained, I suggested thet 
he allow us to ship the goodsour selves and then turn the shipping documents 
over to their representative to pay and foward to consignee, He said he would

In your letter, you mention two notes, mumbers 53577 Serie A 
and 594340 Serie A. Do we understand that you have been unable to locate the 
notes beering these numbers? If so, we fosr that they have Deen lost or mis- 
laid in unpacking as we have gone over our records very cerefully and find 
nothing that would lead us to think that these notes were omitted when the 
shipment went forward.

I was very happy to get your letter of January 15th with reference 
to the 100 Kronen Notes and am glad to assure you that the defects which you 
noticed in the photograph had already been corrected in the engraving. We also 
inserted the date line on the die in exactly the manner indicated by you so 
that everything is quite satisfactory. 

We are having a very severe winter in New York and the streets havo 
been almost impassable for the last three or four days. Needless to say, business 
has been greatly interrupted on this account and it makes traveling exceedingly 
difficult. 

We are also suffering from a severe epidemic of influenza, which has 
incapacitated a great many of our people; during the last ten days we have had 
@aily absences of from 260 to 300 employees in our Pinishing Department alone 
and a great many of our presses are also idle, W6 are hoping that things will 
soon come back to normal but the situation is giving us a great deal of anxiety. 

On account of these conditions, it is difficult for us at this time 
to give you as favorable a promise of delivery on the 100 Kronen Notes as we 
would like but you may rest assured that, as the situation improves, we will do 
our best to meet your requirements as promptly as possible.

During ell of our various conversations I noticed that Mr. K, kept 
referring to their expert and the first time that I got a chance I spoke to 
Mr. S. about him. I am glad I did for Mr.S. took particular delight in telling 
me that he did not think much of him or his opinion. 

It seems this party is the assistant Director or assistant to the 
Director of the Austrian Plant and is apparently trying to either work his 
way into a job up there or wants to take over the printing of all of the 
Czech notes in Austria. It is he who has told Mr. K. that he can counterfeit 
the new 1000 Kr. note made by us entirely by photography. The day before I 
left to come down here I stopped in to see Mr.K. to say good by and he showe 
me photographs of the face and back of our note that had been made by this 
‘fellow. Mr. K. seemed to think that this was quite a good begiming for he. 
seid that he thought the photographs good and his expert had been able to 
screen out the color work. As a matter of fact the photographs were not very 
good and I made light of them by insisting that our steel work stood out so 
sharp and strong that any one could photograph it and thet it was in this 
particular fact that the strength of our work layed. Other houses could not 
print it nor could,would be counterfeiters get anything like this strength 
of color from plates which they made. 

I insisted that there was lots more security to our notes than just 
that and that the proof of the pudding was in the eating of it. I told him to 
wait and see what kind of a note his man would turn out. He smiled and said 
he would show me the results. 

It is this same fellow I believe who contends that our method of 
putting a tint on a note is all wrong and W# gives no protection. He claims 
that the wey they make their notes is the only secure way, Maybe you would 
like to give me something to show Mr. K. the fallacy of this chaps claim by 
making up part of one of his notes. I think it might have a very good effect.

By a decree of April 10, 1919, the Czecho-Slovak Government 
reserved to itself the right of printing and issuing paper money, 
and established as a monetery unit the Czecho-Slovak krone, regarded 
in the payment of liabilities as the equivalent of the Austro-Hungarian 
krone. Austro-Hungarian money remained in circulation, pro tem., but 
bank bills, ete., ceased to be legel tender.

This has been carefully checked by our plant but unfortunately we 
are unable to offer sny explanations as to how this note was inserted in the pack- 
age without bearing numbers, Ae you are aware, all of our work is checked and re~- 
checked until complete but in this case we cm only plead the fallibility of the 
humen element. 

We will gladly make up a regularly numbered note in place of this 


note but unfortunately there is a discrepancy between your letter and the note 


itself as to the number which it should bear. Your letter says 097425 - no serie 
letter, and on the note itself there is a penciled memorandum reading 0974205 4. 
If you will kindly let us have the exact number by return mail, we will see that 
@ mambered note is immediately forwarded. 

In your letter, you also refer to a 4th note, No. 0630167 but there 
is nothing to indicate the serie letter. If you will kindly let us have this, w 
will also be glad to make up a duplicate, without prejudice, so that your records 
may be complete.

With regard to delivery of the 100 Kronen notes, we would remind 
you that even after the arrival of your cable in January, it was necessary for 
us to engrave the date and Minister's signature on the face die and do the 
finishing work on both face and back dies before procecding to the manufacture 
of printing plates. This work necessarily consumed quite a great ceal of time 
and it was impossible for us to get the notes on the press immodistely after 
receipt ef your telegram. 

Furthermore, at the time your cable resched us our whole plant 
was more or less disorganized owing to a severe epidemic of influenza and we 
may tell you quite frankly that we only recovered fra this and got back to what 
might be termed normal working conditions for these abnormal times about the 
middle of March, 

Under ordinary circumstances, we could make a first delivery of 


notes of this character within about two months after approval of engravings 


although possibly not in the quantity you desire, namely 5,000,000 notes. ‘Two 
months from the approval of engravings and first production of printing plates 
would bring the first delivery toward the end of April and as a matter of fact we 
shall be in position to ship a considerable quantity of notes by the middle of May. 
You will see, therefore, that we are not very far behind our regular schedule, We 
are glad to advise you that the work is proceeding satisfactorily and if we can 
possibly gain any time, you may rest assured that we will do so.

bankers here informed me that in benking circles it is felt that this 
country has gotten so far in debt that mless a ~oodesized foreign 
loan could be negotiated the comtry either must print a large amount 
of money or float a large interior debt. The present party in power 
is opposed to fat id any more money in cireulatione On the other 
hend, the loan which they are trying to float.is not being well sub- 
scribed for and ‘the time for its closing has already been extended. 


On Saturday, another Leading banker spoke very pessimistically 
& as to the prospects for this present loan. He said that the people 
scem to have but Little interest in it but rather explained this away 
by saying that the goverment machinery was at this time not so per- 
fected as to get maxima results in subscriptions to popular loanse 


Both of these men were strongly of the opinion that Czechish 
exchange must decline in value. In this comection, howevor, it is 
worthy of note that todays (Monday's) quotation shows the dollar to 
have declined 13 crowns to the dollar as.against Saturday's rate.

I have the honor to report that within a few days two bankers representing 

he Bohemia Bank here, are proceeding to the United States, among other things to 

endeavor to get American banks to buy up the Czechish crowns that they need in this 
market rather than in, particularly, Switzerland and Italy as the American banks are 
now doing. While the Anerican banks are doubtless aware of the fact, I think it wise, 
confidentially, to call to their attention the conditions under which exchanges are 
regulated here. 

Previous to about a fortnight ago, the so-called Devisen Central, the member- 
shio of which had previously been reported on by me, fixed rates of exchange for all 
foreign moneys. About a fortnight ago, however, it was permitted for the first time 
that foreign moneys be dealt in in the open market at the Bourse. Supply and demand 
do not, however, affect the prices involved in the individual transaction on the 
Bourse, for although the so-called Devisen Central has been abolished, there is now 
a section of the Ministry of Finance which sets exchange values and values set by 
this section are the values prevailing in the transactions on the Bourse and which 
must be observed in those transactions.

Institutions and corporations with pension disability and mortuary funds 
decendents and minors estates by subscribing double the amount of their 
war bond holdings will be credited 65 per cent of face value of war bonds. 
Will receive 51/2 per cent interest on new loan. Individuals and corpora- 
tions for profit by subscribing four times these holdings will be credited 
with 50 per cent of the face value. Will receive 5 per cent interest on 
new loan. Balance of new loan subscriptions must be paid cash. Holders 
must prove Czechoslovakia citizenship and continuous ovmership from October 
28th, 1918, to date of subscribing new loan and that their Austro Hungarian 
war bonds had been officially registered and marked according to previous 
decree of Finance Minister. War bonds thus accepted will be withdrawn from 
circulation. No subsequent honoring of war bonds can be accepted on such 
favorable basis. Favorable Czechos lovak exchange rate compared with 
Austrian makes’ reimbursement in Czech kronen much greater than Austrian face 
value of bonds.

Nous avons l'honneur de vous remettre sous ce pli la situation hebdomadaire de la Banque 
provisoire d'émission de l'état Tchécoslovaque avec un court compte-rendu des faits qui se sont 
passés jusqu'a ce jour, au point de vue monétaire, dans notre pays. 

Aprés la proclamation de notre indépendance (le 28 octobre 1918) la monnaie austro-hongroise 
a continué a circuler chez nous, et méme la Banque d'Autriche-Hongrie a continué de fonctionner. 
Comme la séparation politique se réalisait, en méme temps s‘exécutait aussi la séparation écono- 
mique et administrative et se préparait l'indépendance monétaire. 

Pour réaliser cette séparation monétaire, la loi de 25 février 1919 ordonna l'estampillage de 
tous les billets de la Banque d'Autriche-Hongrie en circulation 4 ce moment sur le territoire Tché- 
coslovaque. Ainsi, on a entrepris d'avance une mesure, qui, plus tard, ‘par le Traité de paix entre 
les Puissances alliées et associées et l'Autriche (le Traité de Saint-Germain-en-Laye) devait étre 
imposée a tous les Etats auxquels un territoire de l'ancienne monarchie austro-hongroise a été 
transféré ou qui sont nés du démembrement de ladite monarchie. Le montant de billets estampillés 
sur le territoire Tchécoslovaque s'élévait environ a la somme de 8 milliards de couronnes, dont 
l'Etat a retenu environ 2 milliards comme emprunt forcé portant 1% d'interét. (Les frontiéres de la 
République n'ayant pas encore été strictement délimitées, la quantité de ces billets ne peut étre 
exactement fixée ni les chiffres mentionnés ci-dessous ne peuvent étre considérés comme définitifs.) 

En méme temps I'Etat a pris 4 son compte les comptes-courants et les bons du trésor gérés 
par les succursales de la Banque d'Autriche-Hongrie sur le territoire de la République et formant 
un total de 2 milliards de Crs. environ. En conséquence I'Etat est devenu d'une part débiteur envers 
les propriétaires des billets de banque, des comptes-courants et des bons du trésor, et d'autre 
part créditeur de la Banque d'Autriche-Hongrie pour une somme s‘élevant, de ce chef, a environ 
10 miliards. Par la loi du 10 avril 1919 la couronne-papier austro-hongroise munie de lestampille 
tchécoslovaque a été déclarée unité monétaire et appelée ,couronne tchécoslovaque.” 

La méme loi a ordonné l'échange de ces billets de banque estampillés contre les nouveaux 
billets d’Etat. Le montant total des billets non-couverts émis ou a émettre ne doit pas dépasser 
les 6 milliards de billets estampillés restant en circulation, plus 50% du montant des comptes- 
courants et des bons du trésor (s'élevant ensemble a 1 milliard), et la somme des billets de banque 
de 2 et 1 couronne se trouvant en circulation. Ces petites coupures ne furent pas estampillées et 
s‘élevaient 4 300 millions Crs. Les billets d'Etat a émettre au dessus de cette limite doivent étre 
complétement couverts par une garantie commerciale, c'est A dire par des lettres de change es- 
comptées ou par des avances allouées sur des titres. 

Pour régler définitivement la question, l' Assemblée Nationale a votée une loi introduisant des 
impéts sur le capital et une taxe sur les bénéfices de guerre. L'impdét ci-dessus se meut dans les 
limites raisonnables pour ne pas entraver la productivité du pays. Le produit de ces deux ,,taxes” 
servira tout d'abord a racheter les dettes dont la République a du se charger en prenant la suc- 
cession de la Banque d'Autriche-Hongrie. Alors le papier-monnaie disparaitra et sera remplacé, 
comme il a été indiqué, par des billets totalement couverts par des valeurs commerciales. Lorsque 
cette réforme sera accomplie, la couronne tchécoslovaque prendra sur le marché non le niveau 
qui correspond ave® sa valeur intrinséque. 

La république Tchécoslovaque est sans doute le seul parmi les états issus de I’ancienne 
monarchie austro-hongroise qui, depuis la fin de la guerre, s'est non seulement refusé a augmenter 
la circulation fiduciaire, mais qui de plus a entrepris avec succés sa diminution. ie 


Les contrefacteurs de nos estampilles, qui ont travaillé dans les pays voisins et qui ont 
contribué, a notre regret, A la dévaluation de notre monnaie sur le marché étranger, nous ont 
causé assez d'embarras; mais actuellement on est en train de finir de retirer les billets estampillés 
de la circulation. Depuis le 31 aoiit 1920 touts les billets de banque estampillés perdront leur 
qualité de monnaie légale. 

Les nouveaux billets d'état ont des coupures de 5000, 1000, 500, 100, 50, 20, 10, 5 et 1 couronnes. 

Faute de monnaie divisionnaire propre, nous nous servons encore dans la circulation de la 
monnaie divisionnaire de l'ancienne monarchie. Entre temps nous tachons de rétablir I'hétel de 
monnaies a Kremnice qui a été dévasté par les Magyars a leur départ de la Slovaquie. 

Par ordonnance du ministre des finances du 12 mai 1919, l'Etat a engagé au service de la 
Banque provisoire d'émission simultanément créée le personnel et a loué les immeubles, de toutes 
les succursales de la Banque d'Autriche-Hongrie, situées sur notre territoire. Cette Banque pro- 
visoire d'émission intitulée ,Bankovni titad ministerstva financi’ (Office de banque du Ministére 
des finances), a son statut spécial; elle est dirigée par un comité indépendant et autorisée a toutes 
les affaires lesquelles, réguli¢rement, incombent a un institut d'émission. Elle remplit et remplira 
toutes les fonctions d'une banque d'émission jusqu'a ce que les conditions deviennent favorables 
pour la remplacer par une banque d'émission définitive constituée sous la forme d'une société 
anonyme. 

L'Office de banque du Ministére des finances régle actuellement la circulation monétaire et 
est chargé d'échange des billets de banque estampillés contre les nouveaux billets d'état et de 
faire imprimer ces derniers. Il s‘occupe principalement de l'éscompte des lettres de change et des 
avances sur titres. 

Il faut souligner, qu'un décret spécial interdit a l'Office de banque d'accorder des crédits 
a l'Etat soit directement soit indirectement. 

L'Office de banque du Ministére des finances a 31 succursales. 

En ce qui concerne la situation de cet Office de banque au 15 juin 1920 ci-incluse, nous nous 
contentons d’ajouter que le premier article du passif désigne le montant des billets de banque 
retenus pendant l'estampillage pour réduire |'inflation des billets. En vertu de la loi du 25 février 1919 
cette somme ne doit plus étre mise en circulation ni méme pour faire face aux dépenses de |'état.

And the matter has been given such wide-~ 
spread publicity that the public in Prague are most reluctant to accept 
them. While out of the country, they will not be taken at all. As they 
have 13,000,000 of these notes in circulation, they say they do not dare 
begin to issue our notes until they have at least 3,000,000 of them in 
their possession with absolute assurance that the balance of the order will 
come along very shortly. Every day’s delay in the delivery of these notes 
is, they claim, costing them considerable money. 

Aside from the fact just mentioned, Mr. Gullett informs me that 
the Minister of Finance himself has spoken to the Bank regarding the time it 
is taking us to get these notes ready.
